N. C. Hawks of San Francisco sends 
a very handsome specimen book of 
types made at Bruce’s New York type 
fouadry, which was established io 
1813, and has the lead in several spec- 
ialties. A, feature of the book is a 
history of the invention of printing, 
which takes up 160 pages of the book. 
It is a collection of facts and opinions, 
description of various prints and play- 
ing cards, the block books of the 
fifteenth century, the legends of Coster 
and the works of Gutenburg and his 
associates. The war over this inveo- 
tion is about the same as that over all 
the ethers. The Dutch claimed that 
Vester invented it and Gutenberg 
stole it. The Germans sustained 
Gutenburg and so national prejudice 
entered into the quarrei. All the lit- 
erature of the subject was written in 
the dead languages, unfortunately for 
the ordinary reader. Wolf's Collec- 
tion of Typographic Monuments,” 
which includes every paper written 
before 1740, was in Latin. In 1853 
Bernard translated it into French. 
Tie present work is from the pen of 
T. L. De Vinne. It is very full, well 
illustrated and very interesting. It is 
in different styles of type to show 
Bruce’s Roman makes.

Comments on Foige:’s Letter of Accep- 
tance 


New York, October 4. 

The Brooklyn Zagle says: Mr. Fol- 
ger's letter accepting the so-called 
Republican nomination, is one of the 
most extraordinary documents in our 
political literature. Never before has 
it, to the Hagle’s knowledge, been 
deemed necessary by a candidate for 
a great office, to present himself as an

A Readable Letter from a Noted Tuief— 

The Washoe County Jail. 

Dan McCarty, alias “Grizzly Dan,” 

is a sneak thief well-known to many 

in this community. He occupied a 

cell in the Washoe county bastile for 

several months until sentenced last 

week to one year in the State peniten: 

tiary. He writes the following letter, 

Jinforming one of his victims that 

spring chicken and cream gravy was 
not on the bill of fare: 


Nxvaba State Prison, 
October 2, 1882. 
Mr. W. Cain—Dear Siri After 
my kindest regards, etc. I arrived 
at the Hotel de Garrard September 
28, 1882, and surprised my stomach 
by having good substantial grub to fill 
it, something that never occurred to 
m during the four months I was con- 
fined in the Washoe county jail at 
Reno. A person without actual ex- 
perience can form but an iniperfect 
idea of the horrots vf starvation. I 
can truly say that I went to bed hun- 
ey every night that I slept in the 
no jail. During the late war when 
the rebels were about to trample under 
foot the American Constitution and 
extend human slavery throughout our 
vast domain, I took down my old 
Kentneky rifle, bade farewell to friends 
and comrades, marched forward to the 
bloody battle field with that glorious 
American banner of liberty floating 
proudly and triumphantly before me. 
The only music to impel me onward 
was the roar of the cannon and the dy- 
ing groans of my comrades. 
But, Mr. Cain, in battle, in the full- 
ness ol his pride and strength, little 
recks the soldier whether the hissing 
bullet sings his sudden requiem or the 
con ds of life are severed by the cold 
steel, About the time I thought we 
had gained a great victory over the 
rebels I was somewhat astonished to 
find myself locked up in Anderson- 
ville prison, where I stopped for eight 
months. Andersunville is too well 
known fur me to say anythiog about 
it bere, but to tell you the truth, Mr. 
Cain, the food that I lived on in An- 
dersonville was better, and there was 
more of it, than that which I existed 
on in the Washoe County Jail at 
1 Nev.. during the four months 
was confined in that filthy hole. 
[ am a man now on the down grade of 
life, and I have suffered with uncom- 
plaining fortitude all the ills of life 
and terrors of death. I have tracked 
the fierce grizzly through the Sierra 
Nevada mountains into his lurid lair 
and slanghtered him there, yanked the 
pelt off him, rolled it around my 
weary body and slept comfortably 
until the gorgeous rays of the roseate 
sun aroused me from my slumbering; 
then cooked his heart and ate it and 
went on my way rejoicing. The 
screaming panther, the sneak ing coy- 
ote or the roaring lion has no terrors 
for old Grizzly Dan, but when I think 
of the Reno jail and the cold potatoes 
and water that I existed on while 
there, it mekes my very blood run 
cold. 
Well, Mr. Cain, this is a prison; but 
a man can get a civil answer when he 
speaks to an officer. That is what he 
cannot get in every place. I think their 
mottois to do uoto others as they 
would wish others to do unto them. 
Of couree it requires discipline to run 
a prison, and prison rules are strictly 
enforced; but there is no severity 
about them—everything goes along 
* quiet. When a man comes in 
here he is placed in whatever position 
he is talented to fill, so you may rest 
assured that I am filling a very prom 
inent position. We all get enough of 
substantial grub to eat, and 
when I think. of the Washoe county 
jaii at Reno, Nevada, I feel like sing 
ing a few verses ot that vid, familiar 
hymu: 
„This is the wav I long have sought, 

And mourned because I found it not.” 
So I close, hopiag these few lines 
will find you well. Most respecttully 
yours, GrizzLy Dan McCarty.

The telegraph wires are 
down on the Oregon division above 
Marysville, A heavy storm prevailed 
all night at Redding and along the 
entire route. The rainfall at Marys- 
ville Monday night was .60 of an inch. 
On the roads to San Francisco and 
Colusa county there seems to have 
been as much rain as on the Oregon |, 
division, On this side of the moun- 
tains the people have fared no better.
